Hydro-electric developments and ex- 
tension of cheap power to sections not 
already served are benefits to follow 
the merger of the Georgia Railway 
and.Power company with the South- 
eastern Light & Power company, 
formally consummated at a meeting 
of the directors of the former com- 
pany here Thursday, according to 
M. Atkinson, chairman of the board, 
in a statement at a conference With 
newspaper men Friday. 

Mr. Atkinson declared there would 
be no change in the -identity or in- 
dividuality of the Georgia Railway 
and Power company as a result of the 
merger. The officers will remain in 
their present positions and the gen- 
eral and specific policies of the com- 
pany will not be changed. The peti- 
tion filed by the company with city 
council more than a year ago, seek- 
ing “relief” for the Atlanta street car 
system, will not be withdrawn, but 
action upon it will be sought, it was 
pointed out. 

Will Get Directors’ Places, 


Four of the directors of the Geor- 
gia Railway and Power company will 
be given places on the directorate of 
the Southeastern company, according 
to-the plans of the consolidation, Mr. 
Atkinson said, but no direct or su- 
pervisory authority will be exercised 
by the Southeastern company in the 
management of the local company. 

No fees, bonuses or commissions in 
cash, stock or other form, were given 
to those who brought about the deal, 
it was explained by Mr. Atkinson. 
He said he did not initiate the trans- 
action, the first action being taken 
by certain stockholders of the Geor- 
gia Railway and Power company in 
the east. When he was approached on 
the matter, he said, he told these 
stockholders he would not go into it 
except on the basis of four points 
which he gave as follows: The pub- 
lic interest; the interest of the Geor- 
gia Railway and Power company ; the 
interest of the organization and per- 
sonal interests.

Ot World Court 


Washington, January 22.—())— 
Answering critics for his support of 
the world court, Senator Harris, 
democrat, Georgia, declared today 
that he stood for the court. because 
he believed in arbitration instead of 
war. He denied that the court was 
controlled by Catholics, saying that 
all requests to vote for it had been 
received from Protestants. 

“If the world could only have had 
a court of justice to arbitrate dif- 
ferences between nations in 1914,” 
Senator Harris’ statement said, “the 
lives of 100,000 American boys and 
millions of other lives lost in the last 
war would have been saved. Do you 
think I ought to do something to 
prevent another such war? 

“When you or your neighbor differ 
about matters, or if two farmers are 
in dispute about the location of a lot 
line, or two business men disagree 
about a business transaction, you do 
not get your gun and kill the men 
with whom you. differ. You go to 
the courthouse and both submit your 
side of the case to a jury of 12 men 
and abide by their decision instead of 
killing each other. Why should our 
country, if it has a difference with 
another country, send our boys to war 
instead of having an opportunity to 
submit our differences to 11 unbiased 
men, just as we submit our domestic 
differences to a jury of 12%”

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Independent Klan 
Copied Insignia 
From Monk Garb 


Indianapolis, January 22.—The in- 
signia worn by knights of the Inde- 
pendent Ku Klux Klan of America 


was copied from designs worn by the 
monks of a Catholic monastery in 
Spain several centuries ago. 

Samuel Kemenderfer, head of the 
independents, did not savy who was 
responsible for this appropriation of 
the cross of an order that the klan 
is sworn to oppose. He dropped the 
information rather laconically, in 
fact, while telling stories about the 
original klan and his own organization 
in federal court Friday, where he was 
a witness for the defense. 

The independent klan is being sud 
by the Ku Klux Klan of Atlanta, Ga., 
for $500,000 damages, the older order 
charging the independents have’ used 
the klan name without authority.

He said he had broken off with the 
parent body and formed the new klan 
because he could not tolerate the “im- 
perialism” of the Atlanta executives.
